MILBUEN GLOBE IS DEAD. 


An Old Citizen Fays the Debt of 


Kature—Sketch of His Life. 


The death of Milburn Qlore, who waa 


n the 80th year of his age, occurred at 
,he family residence on West Prairie 
street last night at 9 o'clock. Though 
'ar advanced in years the genial old gen- 
tleman, who has lived among us since 
1855, was able to be up and about until 
Wednesday last when in order to be re- 
lieved of the cause of intense suffering, he 
bravely submitted to a delicate and dan- 
gerous surgical operation. He endured 
t with much fortitude, and came out of 
it reasonably well, with hopeful indica- 
tions that he would survive, but yester- 
day a change for the worse became ap- 
parent and he passed away at the hour 
stated. 


The deceased during his long residence 


liere has witnessed many changes. Here 
many of his children were born and 
nearly all of them were present at the 
golden wedding celebration held on Jan- 
uary 22, 1879. Before the weight of years 
came upon him, Mr. Glore was engaged 
in the brick making business, his yard 
lying south of the ball park. lie also 
conducted a grocery store on Merchant 
street in an old frame building near the 
present bite of the Ullrich block. He 
also handled wood. Before I860 lie served 
the city well as street commissioner. The 
declining years ot his life havt, been spent 
in ease and comfort, the loving care of 
his wife and devoted children. He was a 
great lover ot piscatorial pleasures and 
was counted among the most successful 
anglers of this locality. Mr. Gloro was a 
noble old gentleman, who was held in 
high esteem by all of his acquaintances. 


Milburn Glore was born in Boone 


county, Ky., August 18th, 18117. Salhe 
Clark, his widow, was born in Jefferson 
county, Ky., October 28th, 1811). The> 
were married January 22d, 1829, in Old- 
ham county, Ky. They emigrated to this 
city in the year 1855. 
Eleven children 


were given to them, one of whom died an 
infant, and James H. Glore died on his 
farm near this city February 27th of last 
year. The surviving children are Norbin 
S. Gloro, of New York City; Zerelda, wife 
of W. E. Bingham, of this city; W. Wash. 
Gloro, of Chicago; W. Scott Glore, of 
Louisville, Ky.; Amy Frances, wife of 
Andrew C. Hill, of this city; Alonzo M. 
Glore, of St. Louis; Alice G., widow of 
the late Richard L. Evans, of this city, 
and tor years our city librarian; Mrs. 
Melissa Moore, of this city; Miss Ella 
Glore, residing at the family home on 
Prairie street, this cit j. 


The funeral will take place from the 


Christian church nt !2 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. The services will be conduct- 
ed by Hev. John W. Tyler. Friendb of 
the family are invited to attend.

A Sense of Humiliation That Is Entirely 


Unnecessary—For Every Offlclul Posi- 
tion Tliore Is an 
Official 
Manner. 


The Two Librarian*. 
In the very interesting letter written to 


The Mew York Nution there is one reason 
Riven "why American women do not like 
domestic service," on which I should like 
to make n remark. No. 7 of the answers 
to this question, obtained from the mem- 
bers of the Philadelphia Workingwomen's 
guild, i3 as follows: "1 know un educated 
woraun—a liuly—who tried it as u sort of 
upper housemaid. The work was easy 
and the pny good, and she never had a 
harsh wordl hut they just seemed uncon- 
scious of her existence. 
She said the gen- 


tlemen of the house, father and son, would 
come in uud stand before her to have her 
take their umbrellas or help them off with 
their coats, sometimes without speaking 
to her or even looking at her. There was 
something so humiliating alxiut it that 
she couldn't stand it, hut went back to 
slopshop sewinu.'' 


It sei-ms to me that this sense of hu- 


miliation wiis entirely unnecessary—that 
it came from a misunderstanding or tne 
case- and that this misunderstanding is 
peculiarly frequent in women, nnd cannot 
but seriously hamper them in the effort to 
make as men do, their own place in the 
world 
It does not mutter how they are 


tryiiiK to make it—whether as shop girls, 
librarians, domestic servants, doctors or 
dressmakers; the mistake is equally tatal 
in every kind of work, mid may he no- 
ticed just as often in one as iu another. 
It is simply this: The failure to recognize 
that for every olllcial position there is an 
olncinl manner. That is the very first 
thing a man learns when he enters oil any 
profession whatsoever; it is that which 
preserves his dignity and independence, 
enables him to become prolicient in his 
business ami clears the gvoitnd for that 
true friendship between him and his em- 
ployer, which is founded on mutual i-e- 
spect and gratitude. 
Take away this of- 


licial manner and you make life trouble- 
some und dilliciilt for the employer indeed, 
whether he be the shop girl's customer, 
the servant'.-i muster or ttie doctor's pa- 
tient; but jou make it also a thousand 
times more troublesome and dilliciilt, nay, 
dangerous und intolerable, for the em- 
ployed.
